Witherlfg—The object of wither- 
Ing is to evaporate the superfluous 
moOliature from the leaf, until! ft be- 
comes elastic and velvety to the touch, 
When in this state, it is better fitted 
to receive the harsh treatment of the 
rolling machines. Leaf plucked over- 
night is ready for manipulation the fol- 
lowing morning, when it is collected 
and shot down into the rolling rooms. 

Rolling—The object of rolling is 
to break all cellular tissue and‘ inpart 
to the leaf a peculiar curl or twist, 50 
that when the sap contained in the 
stems and leaves exudes, oxidation may 
more quickly take place. A feed con- 
stitutes sormvie 300-400 pounds of with- 
ered leaf, and this quantity is rolled 
for forty to sixty minutes in a rotary 
machine fitted with an automatic 


press. 
Fermentation—On. leaving the rollers 
the leaf is sticky and lumpy, 
necessitating its being first passed 
through a disintegrating machine. It 
is then spread in rows two to three 
inches thick on a cement floor in a 
darkeried “room, where it is allowed 
to ferment. While undergoing this prec- 
ess, which takes from three to five 
hours, according to climatic conditions, 
tannic acid and the essential oi! of tea 
are . Im order to keep the leaf 
cool, so that oxidation will not take 
place too quickly, damp cloths are 
spread over the leaf, and when this has 
assumed a rich copper color and de- 
veloped a nutty aroma, it Is re-rolil 
for ten to fourteen minutes, so that 
any cellular tissue not broken in the 
first roll may now be n. 
Firing—The fermented leaf is 
whee to the firing machines, 
it ia sub ed to a temperature of 270 
degrees F. This instantaneously checks 
all further tendency to fermentation, 
and converts the leaf from a copper 
color to ane crisps the tea.

ties of tea bushes in India, viz.: the 
Assam, the China and the Hybric. The 
first has large leaves, often eight to ten 
inches in length, which preduce pun- 
gent teas. The China is ute and 
consequently’ difficult to pluck, but pos- 
sesses much flavor. The Hybrid is a 
cross between the two. Tea grown in 
the plains of India, where the rainfall 
is excessive and the humidity great, 
does not possess the fine flavor of teas 
rown at an elevation. Darjeeling teas 
etch the highest price of any. teas in 
the world; but, owing to their being 
grown in a mild. climate, | 
that of Southern California, the yiel 
per acre is lese than half‘ that of teas 
rown in Assam, the rs and Terai. 
eir market value, however, more 
than compensates for the loss in quan- 
tity. The yield per acre, from a well 
cultivated. plains’ garden, is approxi- 
mately ten cnaunds, or 800 pounds; 
realizing at public auction ten to ff- 
teen cents per pound. Darjeeling teas 
will realize anywhere from sixteen to 
thirty cents a pound. In order.to get 
an even break, with teas of a uniform 
appearance in both cup and style, 
bulking has to be resorted to. This is 
done by taking one week's manufac- 
ture and passing it a bulking 
machine, which thoroughly mixes the 
various teas, according to grade, before 
they are boxed. 

Packing—During all these 
esses, the tea, which is very sensitive, 
has absorbed a certain amount of 
moisture from the atmosphere, necessi- 
tating ite being ffhal-fired before being 
boxed. The shooks are all cut and con- 
verted into boxes on’ the estate, and 
when these have received their lead 
lining, the tea is packed, according to 
grade, and shipped in “breaks,” or 
that number of scheduled poxes which 
have been determined by ‘the Indian 
Tea Planters’ Association. — 

Tea-tasting—From each day’s manu- 
facture, samples are taken and 

. Tea-tasting is one of the most 
exacting professions known, in thet the 
utmost self-denial must be practiced. 
A good taster will so cultivate his pal- 
ate, a®.to be able to value teas with- 
in a fraction of a penny; as it is up- 
on these fractions thet his employer 
wlll reap his ultiniate profits. He must 
keep regular hours, abstain from 
smoking and the use of intoxicating 
liquors, and denv himself all foods 
which are highly = or which 
would in any way pair his keen 
sense of smell and taste. — 

Dispatching—Where an estate is 
situated some distance from a depot or 
steamer landing, coolies are employed 
boxes. Women as well a® 
men can carry as many as four or five 
of these immense packages from an 
elevation of three thousand feet. to the 
nearest railroad station, often five or 
six thousand feet above sea level, For 
this they receive the munificent sum 
of four annas, which, in the coin of 
our realm, would approximately 
eight cents. 

Seed Gardens—tIn order to safe- 
guard the three varieties of tea-bushes 
from being hybridized by pollen-bear- 
ing insects, seed gardens should be 
segregated as far apart as possible, 
preferably in the jungles. “Most es- 
tates are laid out in ten or twenty acre 
blocks, the tea being planted in rows 
five by four feet apart, which gives 
an average of 2178 = to the acre.

SUPERIOR POSITION OCCUPIED 


WITH ENGLISH WORKMEN 


BY AMERICAN AS COMPARED 


HE frequent labor disturbances in 

the United States would convey the 

impression that the laboring people 
are very downtrodden and subjected to 
all kinds of degrading conditions. In- 
stead of that they are the freest from 
all vestiges of servitude of any indus- 
trial people in the world. Under oppn- 
shop conditions the most amicable re- | 
lations prevail between employers and 
employé. Continuous work is often 


to depressed market conditions, there 
is no profit to the operator, who, be- 
sides wishing to keep his employés to- 


and is willing to sacrifice a little for 
them. 


Under union conditions, where the 
last drop of industrial blood is exacted 


from Operators, there is none of this | 


good feeling. Employers cannot afford 
to keep their establishments in opera- 
tion when they know they must store 
their products and wait for an im- 
proved market. But with all the hue 
and cry of the unionites for the eleva- 
tion of labor conditions, it would be 
necessary to figuratively scrape this 
country with a fine-toothed comb to 
find any industrial conditions that 
would even distantly resemble the sit- 


vation existing in England under whet?

Their work is all piece work, and the 
stuff they use—the iron rods—must be 
bought of the “fogger,” or middleman. 
In many cases it is an understood 
thing that they must deal at a grocer’s 
shop or a public-house kept by a rela- 
tion of the “fogger.”” The man who 
unwritten law simply finds 
there is no mote work for him. 

An employer cannot, unless there is 
a special agreement to that effect, fine 
a servant for damages or breakages. 
Other employés are not so fortunate. 
In a cotton mill, should a weaver do 
the most trifiing injury to a -piece of 
cloth, he has to pay for the whole 
piece. This may swallow his entire 
week's wages; but there is this to be 
said. He gets the cloth, and at whole- 
sale , and may cut it up and sell 
it to his neighbors. : 

It is plece workers, especially those 
employed in the hosiery and talloring 
trades, who suffer most severely 
the fine system. 

Before the Truck Act Commission, 
which recently finished its sittings, ex- 
traordinary evidence was given. Work- 
people are in many cases forced to 
purchase all.work which does not ex- 
actly comply with the directions given. 

One girl in a Bristol factory who 
was given a dozen pairs of trousers 
to make put the pockets in at a wrong 
angle. She was forced to buy them 
all at a price which #@wallowed her 
wages for more than a whole month. 

A coliar-maker made a slight error 
in the stitching of twelve dozen col- 
lars. The unfortunate woman was 
forced to buy them all at a cost of over 
a sovereign. 

The auestion of the Iiving-in of shop 
assistants was also gone into, and here, 
again, was disclosed a system of fines 
of the most cruel description. Cer- 
tainly there are exceptions—fair houses 
where the assistants are properly treat- 
ed: but in a very large number of 
caes the food and accommodation are 
poor, the wages low, and the code of

Open Shop for San Francisco.

The employers deciare they will sus- 
pend operations until they are enabied 
to replace their former employés and 
have issued the following statement: 

“The strike at our works was occa- 
sioned by the union attempting to tage 
the control of our factory out of our 
jurisdiction. Should this condition pre- 
vali, the result would be that the shoe 
industry would be strangled in San 
Francisco. We shall keep our plant 
shut down until we are in a position 
to replace the men: who have struck. 
The largest number of our employés 
left with great reluctance, but the in- 
fluence of men not in our employ anJ 
the fear of violence Induced them to 
leave their work. 

“We have recently introduced new 
machinery and up-to-date methods, and 
the union has attempted, as has »veen 
their policy at all times, to hinder man- 
ufacturers from installing labor-saving 
devices and systems.” 


A Good Open Shop Woman. 

The street railroad strike in Phila- 
deiphia brought one brave little wom- 
an to the front. The incident is 4e- 
scribed by the Philadelphia Times as 
follows: 

“Emulating the example of Mollie

Eyesight and Spelling. 

In an article in McClure’s Magazine for June on “The 
Conservation of the Defective Child,” Marion Hamilton 
Carter says: 

“On a certain afternoon in March, 1896, Miss Marga- 
ret T. Maguire, a grade-school teacher in the Philadel- 
phia public schools, went to the psychological labora- 
tory of the University of Pennsylvania accompanied by 
a lad of 14, a well-mannered, intelligent lad, industrious 
in his school work; one of her favorite pupils, in fact. 
Yet this lad was the ‘bogy’ of the teachers who for seven 
years had had him in their classes; he was a chronic 
bad speller. That does not mean that he misspélled 
some words sometimes. He misspelled every word al- 
ways, and did it in the same careful and serious man- 
ner with which he recited the history lesson he loved. 
His reading was as bad as his spelling: he was abso- 
lutely incapable of getting through a single sentence 
correctly, a, an, and, the, and a few three-letter words 
being the net result of his seven years’ schooling. 

“Dr. Witmer, the head of the laboratory, made a 
long examination, the result of which was the discov-— 
ery that Charies Gilman had an ocular defect never, in 
all these years, so much as suspected by either his pa- 
rents or his teachers: at the distance of about three feet 
the boy saw everything double; ‘he lacked the power to 
direct the two eyes coédrdinately upon the same point 
in space, the left eye looking a little higher than the 
right." A page of ordinary print was thus a blur; when- 
ever he attempted to write, the words doubled under 
his pen.

The Deadly Fly. 

Seven different varieties of flies are found in our 
houses, 98 per cent. of which are ‘represented by the 
common house fly. Flies lay their eggs only in fer- 
menting or decaying substances—by preference in horse 
manure. Hence every stable is a center of infection 
unless periodically disinfected. The fly maggdt is also 
hatched out in latrines and ash-pit refuse, such as bed- 
ding, straw, rags, paper, scraps of meat, fruit, etc., on 
which substances the larvae subsist after they hatch, 
which occurs in about twelve days after the egg has been 

laid. It is estimated that a single fly, laying 120 eggs 
at a time, will produce a progeny amounting to sextil- 
lions by the end of the season. 

The numbers of bacteria upon a single fly have been 
proved to range all the way from 550 to 6,600,000. The 
average for 414 flies which were examined at the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station at Storrs, Conn., last year 
was 1,250,000 bacteria apiece. This represents about the 
number of bacteria that enter the human system when 
one swallows a glass of liquid into which some fly has 
perhaps fallen, to be removed by a slovenly waiter 
without the liquid being thrown away.—[Frank Fleisch- 
man, in Harper’s Weekly. 


The Miniature Prison of Sark. 


Sark, the loveliest of the Channel Islands, possesses 
a quaint old prison of two cells, more as a matter of 
form than of necessity; Yor serious crime is almost un- 
known in the island, which has no paid police, but sim- 
ply an elected constable. It is some years since the 
prison was called into requisition, and on the last oc- 
casion the bolt was found to be so rusty that it had to 
be broken before the door could be opened. The pris- 
oner was then put in, left al night with the door open, 
and made no attempt to escape. On another occasion, 
a young English servant, who had stolen some clothes, 
was sentenced to three days’ imprisonment. The pros- 
pect so terrified her that the authorities took pity on 
her loneliness and considerately left the cell open.

FROM SLAVERY TO FREEDOM. | 
REMARKABLE PROGRESS OF THE GEN- 
TLER SEX IN THE ORIENT. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 

HE EMPRESS OF KOREA rode yesterday in an 
T open carriage through the streets of Seoul. She 

was on her way from one of her palaces to another. 
She sat beside the Emperor on the back seat. The sun 
shone bright, her face was unveiled, and all the world 
could see. There were thousands of men upon the 
streets at the time. They formed long lines of white 
against the black huts. With their big hats and long 
gowns, their yellow faces were turned straight toward 
Her Majesty and their almond eyes almost popped out 
in surprise. 

‘Such an event would mean little in any European 
country. It marks one of the most striking changes 
that are going on in Korea. It indicates that the new 
woman is on the ground with both feet, and that from 
now on the sex will gradually make its way upward out 
of its present state of degradation. Until now no man 
outside the Emperor and the eunuchs of the palace has 
ever seen the features of Korean female royalty. When 
I was here twenty years ago, a young American girl had 
just come out to act as physician to the Queen. She was 
the first woman doctor ever known in Korea, and Her 
Majesty awaited her coming rather than have the for- 
eign medical missionaries, who were at that time all 

men, examine her. When the latter were called in con- 
sultation they were not allowed to see the Queen, and 
when they felt her pulse her hand was thrust out 
through a screen, and nothing else was shown. 

Where the Ladies Stay at Home. | 

The Korean women are not gadabouts. Until now, all 

those of the high and middle classes have been more se- 


cluded than the females of the Mohammedan harems. | 


They have quarters of their own, which are in the

houses or in special establishments far off from those 
of the men. Some of the noblest have never been out- 
side their own compounds, and of the middle classes 
very few go out today except in closed chairs. In the 
past it has been a crime for a man to lay his hand on 
a woman outside his own family, and any man who 
looked over the wall of a garden to see the women 
within was sure to be punished. The husband has had 
absolute power over his wife and concubines. They 
have been bound to him by fetters of iron, and today 
have practically no rights which he has to respect. In- 
deed, the 10,000,000 women who inhabit this country are 
still, as far as the laws and the customs which now pre- 
vail go, practically slaves. I am told that many of them 
have such strength of character that they rule their 
homes. Nevertheless, the fact remains that the men can 
beat and mutilate them with little fear of the law.’ 


The New Woman Appears. 


Ail this has been so for ages, and the arrival of the 
new woman is therefore the more striking. One sees 
indications of changes everywhere, both in city and 
country. When I first came here the common women 

-and slave girls working in the fields carried cloaks with 
them to shield their faces from the men. Some of them 
turned their backs and ran away as I approached. On 
the streets of Seoul those who came out wore green 
cloake over their heads, which they held close together 
in front of their faces, leaving only a crack for one eye. 
These cloaks had flat, well-ironed sleeves which were 
bordered with white. The sleeves were merely pasted 
into the garments and were not intended for the arms 
to go through. The cloaks themselves were so thin as

as veils. Today the common women use the same sort 
of cloak, but they are not held tightly, and one can see 
a score of female faces on any of the main streets dur- 
ing any working hour of the day. These street women 
‘belong to the laboring classes. Many of them are 
slaves, and they are as a rule homely, dirty and frowsy. 

So far, the new woman belongs to the nobility or the 
upper classes. She is usually the daughter of some 
vangban who is pro-Japanese or is anxious to Ape fot- 
eign ways. Many of these gentlemen now dress in Euro- 
pean clothes and not a few are anxious to have their 
wives do likewise. They see the Japanese and European 
ladies going about unveiled, and observe how they are

treated by their husbands as a result, and they allow 
their wives to copy these foreign examples. I attended 
a court garden party the other day at which many of 
the royal family were present. There were several 
princes, relatives of the Emperor, all of his Imperial 
Majesty’s Cabinet ministers, the high Japanese officials 
and others. The foreigners brought their wives, and 
they wore, of course, European costumes. The Japanese 
ladies were dressed in beautiful kimonos. There were 
in addition about a half-dozen Korean ladies, some of 
whom wore European dress and the others Korean 
gowns. Such women belong to the advance guard of 
the new movement. They go out on the streets with 
their husbands, and even ride in carriages or jinrikshas, 


‘always creating a sensation among the natives- when 


they do so. The older men cannot realize that a good 
woman who has been raised a Korean would do such a 
thing, and many of them consider the morality of the 
new woman questionable, to say the least. | 


Girls With Diaphonous Skirts. 


As to the clothes the new woman wears, these at the 
present time are strange to an extreme. The Koreans 
have no idea of what the proper foreign dress is; and 
they appear in the most outrageous costumes, thinking 
them correct. For instance, the wife of a high Korean 


official came to an afternoon tea at an American house 
this week dressed in a trailing gown of gauze tissue, 
the material of which was of about the consistency of 
fine mosquito netting. The dress was properly made, 
but under it there was almost nothing. The woman had 
petticoats which reached only to her knee, so that her 
pipe-stem legs, clad in black stockings, could be plainly

They use In- 
dia ink to mark out the line of the eyebrows, and arch 
these in conformity with the Chinese idea of Asiatic 
beauty. This is supposed to be a curve like that of a 
line of swans flying through the sky, and if the hairs 
grow otherwise they are pulled out with tweezers until 
they approach the ideal.

The winter clothes of the better-class Korean women 
are sometimes of fur and quilted silk. Padded cotton is 
also used, the gowns being so made that they can. be 
ripped apart for washing. Much paste and glue are em- 
ployed in dressmaking, and many a woman of these 
high-class circles would drop to pieces if she were left 
out all night in the rain. ‘ 


How Kcerean Women Live. 


The new-woman movement means that a great change 
is to come in the daily life of the Koreans. What with 
study, school going and calling, a new world is just be- 
ginning for these benighted mortals. The well-bred 
woman of today begins her life of seclusion at the age 
of 7, and from then until her death she is practically 
confined to the house of her husband or parents. She is 
lucky, indeed, if she has a little garden to walk about in. 
If she is very high-class, she does not go out at all, or 
| only in a closed box about three feet square, and not 
_more than four feet in height. This is slung between 
_ poles. In bringing it to-her house, the chair bearers take 


_ It inside the yard, and then go away while she crawls in. 


. The proper signal is given, they return and carry her 
‘to the home of a friend, leaving the box and going 
around the corner until she crawls out. Such visits are 
rare. 7 

The Korean lady rises with the sun, and after spend- 
ing perhaps an hour on her toilet, directs her slaves how 
to attend to the househoki. She keeps the accounts of 
the family and acts as mistress of the establishment. 
She may do a little embroidery or sewing herself, but 
outside this she has nothing to occupy her all day long. 
She usually sleeps on a mat on the floor,and when she 
rises, if it is cold outside, her feet rest on a warm sur- 
face, for her bedroom has flues under it and straw fires 
are started before daybreak. She sits down on the floor 
before a looking glass in making her toilet and eats 
from a little table eight or ten inches high. Her table 
furniture is composed of bowls of brass and a pair of 
chopsticks, and her food is largely rice, meats, fowl, fish 
and fruit. After eating, she uses her fingers in place of 
a tooth brush, washing out her mouth with salt which 
she also rubs over her teeth. She takes frequent baths 


| in the summer and on the whole is reasonably clean. 


The New Marriage Customs. 


| This movement means that there are to come changes 
' in all matters of love and marriage. Already the Chris- 
| tian girls, of whom there are many, are demanding that 
they be married in the church after our ceremony, or 
as near that as Korean ideals will permit. Today the 
million-odd marriages which take place yearly are as 
barbarous as those of darkest Africa. Children are often 
betrothed at birth, and a 7-year-old girl may be mar- 
ried to a man of 20, or a boy of 9 to a girl of 19. Asa 
rule, the marriages take place before the children have 
| reached the age of pupils of the first class in the high 
| schools, and a girl is an old maid at 18 or 20. 

Among the queer wedding customs is the gluing the 
bride’s eyes shut, so that she can see nothing, and keep- 
ing them so for two or three days. Another is that the 
bride will not speak to the groom for at least a week 
after the wedding, and a third that a fight takes place 
between her friends and his on the way to the ceremony, 
and the one represented by the party defeated is consid- 
ered unlucky. Neither bride nor groom sees each other 
until they are married. After that, the girl is practi- 
eally the slave of her husband and his parents, who may 
treat her as they please. As she grows older, or when 
her husband is tired of her, he brings one or more sec- 
ondary wives info the house and she has to submit. 
Divorces are easy on the part of the husband, but they 
are considered disr¢putable, and domestic troubles usu- 
ally result in adding a concubine or so to the establish- 
ment rather than shoving the old wife out into the cold.

Seeds That Are Aeroplanes. 

It is strange, says a syndicate writer, that man has 
, been so long in learning to fly. Nature in the seed 
| has for aeons shown him a good working aéroplane.

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FASHION THIEVES. 
AN INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF THEIR METHODS 
oF Work. 


{From London Tit-Bits:] A recent law case 
in London revealed the fact that a lady with 
special abilities for costume designing was en- 
gaged by a certain West End firm at a salary of £600 
a@ year, in addition to receiving commission or orders, 
which increased her income by over £300. The figures 
throw an interesting light on some of the cost entailed 
by firms which make a specialty of supplying new modes 
for each of the four seasons. 


As a matter of fact, one design frequently costs several 
hundred pounds, particularly in the case of Parisian 
gowns, in the designing of which prominent artists are 
often employed. And these designs are only acquired 


der therefore, that designs are carefully guarded from 
copyists in order that other dressmakers shall not fore- 
stall! the originators and purchasers of the design by 
placing a similar article on the market at a cheaper 
price. 

It is not an easy matter, however, to guard against 
filching of ideas in the millinery and dressmaking world, 
and not long ago Parisian modistes, in order to protect 


rivals, unanimously agreed not to show new winter mod- 
els, for instance, before August 15, or deliver them be- 
fore September 7 for America and September 15 for 
other countries. 

For years ayy and Americans had been in the 
habit of coming to Paris at the end of June or the begin- 
ning of July, and wherever costumes for the following 
winter. could be secured in advance, they promptly ac- 
quired them, forwarded them to headquarters, had them 
copied, more or less badly, in inferior materials, and 
sold them as the latest Parisian creations. ; 

The new Paris designs acquired in this way were at 
once reproduced by the German and American houses; 
with the result that when a lady came to the Rue de la 
Paix and was shown the fashions for winter wear, she 
efclaimed: “Oh, no; these are not new! I have seen 
these styles in Berlin (or New York) much cheaper.” 

In consequence of such tricks, the fashionable dress- 
makers will show nothing new to a strange customer be- 
fore finding out who the latter“Is and on whose recom- 
mendation she has come. All sorts of ruses are em- 
ployed by the “pirates” to get into the showrooms. They 
impersonate rich titled women who are strangers in 


pay cash in advance for gowns. 

If the dressmaker’s suspicions are aroused, the cus- 
tomer is pyt off with an excuse. Or the dressmaker will 
bring out one of her older models and note with keen 
eyes the manner in which her visitor examines it. Nine 
times out of ten some chance remark, or the way in 
which the would-be customer handles the garment, will 
betray her profession. 

If the customer does not betray herself, it is simply a 
question of references. Do they know her at the hotel 
where she is stopping? Has she ever had an account 
at any of the larger stores? 

Sometimes it is a male “pirate” who calls. Faultlessly 
attired as an emissary from some foreign lady of title, 
he makes his appearance in the salon of a great dress- 
dressmaker with the request that patterns and sketches 
of the latest models in day and evening attire be for- 
warded to an address given in St. Petersburg or Vienna, 
Rome or Naples. He himself does not pretend to un- 
derstand such matters, so it is useless to show him the 
model robes, though all the time his quick eyes are 
greedily noting each color, style and detail of the crea- 
tions about him. | 

Tracked to its source, the address given usually re- 
°veals the “titled lady” as a small dressmaker or tailor, 
whom the sketches and patterns never reach. 

When a preliminary show of new models is made, only 
the best-known customers and buyers are allowed to be 
present, and the portals of the room are closely guarded 
to prevent the entrance of any fashion spy. Numbers of 
small dressmakers try to gain admission to these private 
views, with the notion of copying the models and get- 
ting them on the market in advance—probably in cheap 
material and badly-cut form. And, of course, if this is 
done, the best frocks become quite useless, for as soon 
as a gown is cheapened, nobody will look at it in a good 
material. 

The small dressmaker, however, who wishes to obtain 
new ideas usually has to be content with viewing the 
models as they are displayed in the windows, although 
it is the practice of small dressmakers in Paris to fre- 
quent the Bois or the Champs Elysées, where the manne- 
quins of the fashionable dressmakers are often sent to 
parade, in order to display the latest creations. 

Hat spies usually gain their ideas by window gazing. 
Outwardly they are smartly-dressed young women from 
the suburbs. They mix freely with the other people who 
are looking at the goods in the windows, and after they 
have seen a certain new design, hurry off to the nearest 
refreshment shop and, over a cup of tea or coffee, make 
a sketch, noting down every color of flower, ribbon, 
chiffon, and feather employed. This done, they will pay 
another visit to the establishment to compare their 
sketch with the original in the window.

HE beginning of a new political régime in Hayti 
has already been marked by an order for a fresh 
consignment of metal money from Waterbury, Ct. 
shipped thence to Port au 
Prince, packed in kegs, and the treasury of the Black 
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all events. 


‘For many years past, Hayti has got all of her coin 
from a factory in Waterbury, which turns it out at an 
incredibly small cost, the pieces being dimes, quarters, 
and half-dollars, all made of nickel. The half-dollars 
are worth about 5 cents apiece, intrinsically, and the 
dimes and quarters proportionately less. Of course, this 
means a big profit for the government of Hayti, where 
the circulation of the money in question is compulsory. 
That is to say, if anybody refuses to accept it, he is liable 
to arrest and imprisonment, if net death. 


About fifteen years ago a considerable quantity of “sfl- 
_ver” dollars, consisting chiefly of nickel, was manufac- 
tured for the government of Hayti by the United States 
mint in Philadelphia. Since then, however, the Black 
Republic has found it more expedient to order its coins 
from Waterbury. 

Other Latin-American countries continue to patronize 
Uncle Sam. In fact, a very large part of the coinage of 
our ‘sister republics on this continent is struck in the 
mints of the United States. The reason why is simple 
enough—we do the work cheaper than the South and 
Central American governments can do it for themselves. 


To start a mint, and equip it with proper machinery, 


in three or four months to meet the requirements of a 
small republic for quite a number of years. Thus the 
money-stamping outfit would soon become idle, and re- 
main so for a long period. How much easier in such a 
case to hand the job over to somebody else! 

Small countries in various parts of the world have 
found it expedient, as a rule, to adopt such a policy, and 
the big nations are accustomed to bid in competition for 
their coin-making business. Uncle Sam is a competitor 
with the others; but he gets nearly all of the contracts 
for the Latin-American republics, because he is the low- 
est bidder. He does such jobs at net cost. 

It is the policy of the United States government to do 
everything possible to maintain friendly relations with 
the sister republic of the New World. One way to be of 
service to them ts to attend to the business of their 
coinage. Very little trouble is involved. Suppose, for

| sult, prepares an estimate of cost. This estimate, which 
includes only the cost of the bullion required, plus the 
bare expense for labor, goes back to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who indorses it and orders the work to be 
done. 

All of which seems like a great deal of red tape. In 
reality, however, it is necessary, because every precau- 
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tion’ must be taken in such a case against the possibil- 
ity of fraud. If, for the sake of illustration, an un- 
authorized person were able to order a great quantity of 
silver coins for the republic of San Domingo (which are 
worth only 20 cents on the dollar,) and to possess him- 
self of the issue, he might flood that country with the 
cheap money, and, while reaping a large profit for him- 
self, demoralize its finances. 


Now, to go back to the Minister from Panama, nobody 
is permitted to know how much he pays for the coins 
he orders. It is a diplomatic secret—one reason for such 
secrecy being that it is not desired that foreign govern- 
ments shall know what Uncle Sam bids for business of 
this kind. The government of Panama is required to 
furnish the dies, because the laws of the United States 
forbids the Treasury to make them for any outsider. 
This is a small affair, however, the cost of a pair of 
dies, for striking both sides of a metal blank, being 
from $200 to $350. 

All of this work was done in Philadelphia up to 
within the last few years, but of late the mints in other 
cities have had a share of it. Thus, quite recently, more 
than 15,000,000 pieces of 50 centavos and 20 centavos 
were struck for the Mexican government in Denver, San 
Francisco and New Orleans. Mexico, not long ago, gave 
an order for $15,000,000 worth of ten-peso and five-peso 
gold pieces in one batch—the reason being, doubtless, 
that the cheapest way to get, the job done was to employ 
the services of Uncle Sam. 


Let us suppose that the order for Panama is filled at 
the mint in Philadelphia. When it is completed, the 
Treasury Department notifies the Minister thfough the 
Secretary of State, and he makes a trip to the Quaker 
City, where the entire batch of new coins is coined and 
weighed in his presence. Likewise in his presence they 
are poured into bags, packed in strong wooden boxes, 
and delivered to the agent of the express company which 
has been authorized to put them aboard a steamer bound 
for the Isthmus. | 
If the money were gold, the bags containing it would 
be packed in herring casks, very tightly; so as not to 
suffer abrasion by moving about while in transit. Each 


cask, weighing 180 pounds, would be carefully sealed at 
head and bottom. and the entire consignment would be

LIVING CRYSTALS.” 


INTERESTING SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES BY A 
GERMAN PROFESSOR. 

{Westminster Gazette:] Extraordinary interest is be- 
ing shown by German scientific men in the discoveries 
of Prof. Otto Lehmann, of Karisruhe, in the domains 
of crystallization and biogenesis between which the pro- 
fessor finds strongly marked bonds, going even so far 
as to imply that in crystallization, under certain condi- | 
tions, may be found the origin of spontaneously-gencr- 
ated life. Dr. Lehmann has begun a series of lectures 
on the subject at the Paris Sorbonne, but he has antici- 
pated these lectures by printing in the Berliner Tage- 
blatt an article describing his main observations and 
‘conclusions. 

“Fluid crystals” are the basis of the whole new the- 
ory. Their discovery Dr. Lehmann ascribed to his own | 
now thirty-seven-year-old invention, the “crystalliza- 
tion microscope,” which, he says, made possible thous- 
j ands of observations which otherwise would have occu- 
pied whole lives. In addition to merely technical diffi- 
culties met with in establishing . existence of these 
fluid crystals, Dr. Lehmann points out that he had to 
overcome “the suggestive power of « ) 
the newly-discovered phenomena violated every axiom — 
that he had been taught. . 

The first fluid crystals discovered beyond doubt date 
back to 1884, being found in soft soap, an unromantic 
enough basis for a new scientific theory. Soft soap, it 
appeared, is fluid-crystalline in structure. Fluid crys- 
tals, of course, in no way externally resemble the famil- 
lar, mathematically true crystals; but their crystalline 
character is shown by the manner in which they re- 
fract light. Generally, they act in a way of their own. 
If when floating in an alcohol solution they run against 
any obstacle, such as an air bubble or an object glass, 
they stretch themselves out in the line of current as if 
they were themselves part of the solution, and some- 
times extend themselves into long threads. When two 
such threads come into contact they either unite or 
form “twin positions.” Other fluid crystals run like 
water and form regularly globular drops. _When a fluid 
crystal comes in contact with a drop of ordinary liquid 
it sometimes spreads over the surface of the drop, 
forming in fact a crystalline skin; but where its own 
mass is too great for this, it forms a cylinder, a transi- 
and crystal, or “myelin form.” 

It is these “myelin forms” wh show such remark- 
able analogies with low forms of organic life. They 
sometimes resemble bacteria; they can move back- 
ward and forward, divide, and unite with one another. 

Dr. Lehmann, therefore, adopts the title “living crys- 
tals” instead of merely “fluid crystals.” He asks in 
what way do they differ from the lowest organisms. A 
biological definition affirms that a living being is sus- 
ceptible to stimuli from outside, and can adapt its func- 
tions to some extent In the interest of self-preservation. 
It possesses thus a “soul.” This “soul” must be divis- 
ible and fusible. Divisibility probably extends down 
to the so-called “bio-molecule,” the lowest unit of or- 
ganic life; but this fn turn consists of inorganic mole- 
cules, so that in principle every atom or electron must 
have its “soul.” There is nothing illogical in assum- 
ing the “myelin forms” taken by fluid crystals to be 
practically identical with organisms low in the scale of 
life. From this it would seem, although Dr. Lehmann 
does not exactly say so, that any scientific man who 
can induce soft soap to take myelin forms is therein 
master of the greatest of mysteries, the origin of organic 
life. 

What Dr. Lehmann does foreshadow is the construc- 
tion of “an artificial muscle motor” operating by virtue 
of the forces which produce fluid crystals. Such a ma- 
chine—if it can be called machine—would “give an imi- 
tation of the muscular activity of an organism and pro- 
duce mechanical work at the cost of chemical energy.” 
Dr. Lehmann thinks such an achievement attainab'e 
even without waiting for a satisfactory theory of the 
strange phenomena he describes.

NEXT TO THE GREATEST MAN IN 
THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ANTINOPLE, May 19.—Next to the Sultan, the 
Tchelebi of Koniah, who has just been summoned 
sooner than was planned to gird the sword of Os- 
man upon Mohammed V, is the greatest personage in the 
Ottoman empire, for he is the direct descendant of Ala 
Eddin, Sultan of the Seljuks, who gave up his title to 
the founder of the present dynasty, Osman the Illustri- 
ous, 60 as to be able to lead a retired life. This hap- 
pened early in the fourteenth century, and ever since 
then the descendants of Ala Eddin have invested the 
Sultan by girding him with Osman’s sword. This cere- 
mony, which corresponds to coronation in other coun- 
tries, is always performed in an old mosque called the 
Mosque of Eyub, that stands near the port in Constan- 
tinople, where the sword also is kept. The mosque is 
named Eyub because a holy man of that name, much re- 
vered by the Turks, is said to be buried there. Strange 
to say, some people declare Eyub was a Christian and 
not a Turk at all. . 
The Tchelebi and his followers who are rich in land 
and live in a monastery at Koniah in Asia Minor, are 


| known to the European world as dancing dervishes. A 


dervish can’ be either a dancing or a howling dervish; 
but a dancing dervish ranks higher than his howling 
brother. Their ceremony, as performed in a stifling hall 
on Tuesdays and Fridays in Pera or Scutari, seems to 
the tourist rather comical, but behind it lies that deep 
reverence for the Prophet and the 


dervis.es, with long beard and grave face. Barefooted, 


his followers enter one by one, kiss the hem of his robe 
and squat, each on his rug, around him. When they 
have all come in—sometimes there are about twenty— 
they go through the ceremony of salutation. This means 


solemnly round the hall and, at each turn, bow down to 
the ground in passing the Sheikh’s empty rug. The old 
man himself pays reverence to it, thus honoring the dig- 
nity of his office. But as soon as they squat down 
again he is only an onlooker of what follows. The 
sound of tambourines and flutes is heard, the Sheikh 
claps his hands, each dervish gets up, salutes him and 
begins to pirouette on the tip of his toes with marvel- 
ous regularity and gravity. At first they turn slowly, 
their heads a little to one side, eyes shut, arms in the 
air, one palm turned up and the other down. But they 
soon get excited, their robes spread out in a huge circle 
round them, and they turn in this pivoting movement 
with amazing speed, though not one will as much as 
touch his neighbor’s robes. They turn and turn and 
pray and hold comm tions, in their frenzy, with Al- 
lah and the Prophet, drunk with fanaticism and the vis- 
fons conjured up in their dizzy heads. And al! the time 
the old Sheikh sits perfectly still, his face grave and 
his dark eyes glancing at the congregation from time to 
time, while the air becomes stifling and the cries of the 
dervishes grow into screams, dying down at last to a 
muttering, until you hear nothing but the swish of their 
robes as they twirl. Sometimes, they will go on like 


faithful. It is through the dervishes 


= we 


masses understand their religion. Therefore, they are 
not to be despised, even by the tourist, while, to the his- 
torian, they form a link between modern religion and 
the long-forgotten practices of ancient Egypt. 

Each dervish, on entering Tchelebi’s monastery, has 
to take a vow of chastity, poverty and obedience, his 
calling answering to that of the monk of western 
ideas. All the same they are allowed to marry and have 
a house in the town, though they must pass at least two 
nights a week in their monastery. Neither do they keep 
strictly to the vow of poverty, for besides a trade, many 
get large sums as presents from the faithful. Humility 
of soul they profess; but no man has a prouder manner 
and exterior than a dervish. The monastery of Koniah, 
over which Tchelebi rules, is very large indeed; but the 
usual number of inmates in such places is about forty. 
Their chief is called a Sheikh, or Grand Mufti. They get 
their food and lodging free, and are supposed to take 
their meals alone in their cells. To the European mind, 
however, they seem to spend most of their time in cafés 
and other public places, where they harangue the people 
and receive “presents”—begging is supposed to be for- 
bidden. They go long journeys; the Koniah dervishes 
often reaching India. Every Mohammedan offers them 
food and lodging on the way, so they get there for noth- 
ing. 

Among the more educated Turks, they have lost much 
of their ancient prestige, and they have come down to be 
mere But the people fear and love them, and, 
did Tchelebi of Koniah refuse to gird on Osman’s 
sword, or did the Sultan abolish the ceremony, millions 
of the faithful would refuse to acknowledge Mohammed 
V as their Caliph. There are, in the Ottoman empire, 
about six of these monasteries, which the Turks call 
Mevievi, from the name of their founder—Mevlevahina- 
Djeliah-Eddin-el-Roumi. They have a tekka or convent 
at Pera, Constantinople, and a room at Scutari, where 
they perform their exercises. ; 

Once seen, the Friday ceremony will never be forgot- 
ten. It is very simple, and when deacribed, merely com- 
ical. But im that eastern atmosphere, with the sense of 
fanaticism and that strange odor, perhaps of incense, 
perhaps of perfumed woods, that pervades every reaily 
Turkish interior, you feel that your curious eyes and 
ears are out of place in this temple of rites and ceremo-. 
nies which you can't understand, but which mean so 
much for the other onlookers. You feel you have no 
business to be there. 

Imagine a big ground room in which are two circular 
galleries. The one on the ground floor is open, and set 
apart for men. The one on the first floor, with a grille, 
is far women.

_ These are the rites of the followers of Tchelebi of 
Koniah. Some of them have a way of sitting with their 
heads between their knees, which makes the blood flow 
to the head and helps them to “see dreams.” They form 
a very large and powerful class throughout the Ottoman 
empire and, though the Young Turks may despise them, 
they cannot afford to show it. For it is men like Tche- 
lebi and his followers who represent the opinions, tra- 
ditions and prejudices of those the Sultan rules.

Germany's two greatest ports, and is probably that 
one of her possessions which she regards with most com- 
placency as having been obtained from England for the 
asking. Not, of course, that it would have been wise 
to neglect the opportunity of healing what was 
an open sore even though we received in exchange for 
_ it a perfectly illusory compensation which was really not 


But although Germany obtained this beautiful and use- 
ful island so easily and cheaply, she does not hold it the 
less dear for that. She is fortifying it—has indeed forti- 
fied it—after nm ideas, so that it will indeed be a 

formidable obstacle in the way of any power threaten- 
ing the approaches to Hamburg and Bremen. 

What, however, will strike an impartial observer most 
forcibly tn the contemplation of Heligoland today is 
the marvelous way in which it has become completely 
Germani in the short space of nine years. I am 
afraid that this argues a neglect of the island when 
Britian owned it, and yet it may not be so.- For self- 
contained little communities like that of Heligoland and 
Malta have a way of preserving their individuality in 
some important respects and of imitating their over- 
lords in others that is not easily to be explained. 

A Prosperous Isiand. 

How very few indeed of the Maltese in Malta speak 
English! A very bad patois of Italian and the ancient 
Phoenician are their colloquial media, and the parallel 
holds exactly in Heligoland, where English is practically 
unknown; the better classes speak German, and the bulk 
of the population a patois of their own, which is akin 
to the ancient Frisian. Under German rule, however, 
Heligoland has prospered, has been made to feel that 
its circumstances could not fail to be bettered by its 
inclusion in the mighty German empire; and although 
the conditions of individual freedom are certainly far 
less easy than they were, there are no signs that the peo- 
ple resent this change. A cynic might say that they dare 
not; but, given a sympathetic listener, the individual 
who feels the shoe pinch seldom fails to air his griev- 
ances. And I find that while there is a slight sentimen- 
tal regret for the British flag manifested by those who 
were born under it, such a _ feeling is entirely over- 
weighted by the pride they take in the position occupied 
by Germany among the nations today. 

The comfort, yes, prosperity, exhibited by the island- 
ers is very marked, especially in comparison with the 
islands of the Netherlands, which, like Heligoland, gain 
their livelihood by fishing and the-money spent by visi- 
tors during the summer. There are no beggars here, and 
no appearance of either poverty or squalor. All men, 
women, and children, are well dressed, and appear to be 
well fed, also to have an air of independence that sits 
very well upon them. 

This is shown also by the great number of large, well- 
built fishing boats lying upon the strand and anchored 
between the two well-built piers, a number out of all 
proportion to the tiny population of 4000. Fishing is a 
really prosperous industry here, the fishermen’s gains 
ranging between five and ten shillings a day each, and 
in the summer, when, as most seaside visitors know, 
coastal fishing is suspended by the working of natural 
laws, which draw the fish off into deeper water, there 
comes the great influx of visitors. Their numbers aver- 
age 30,000, and where on earth they are all bestowed 
seems a mystery, although no doubt it is easy of solu- 
tion to the trained caterer for the wants of seaside vis- 
itors. — |

Should the visitor to 
foreign lands or even the United States imagine that 
the statement of his being an Englishman is likely to 
help him in any difficulty with the authorities, and act 
upon that idea, he will receive such a lesson as will last 
him the remainder of his life. | 


It is perhaps hardly necessary to say that the notices 
I refer to above are for the purpose of warning every 
one not entitled to an entry away from the fortifications, 
and that the infringement of any of these prohibitions 
is unthinkable without the penalty immediately follow- 
ing. The German military and naval organization is 
nothing if not thorough, and has no more use for mag- 
nanimity than it has for carelessness.

Indians from the Las Playas River headwaters, 120 
miles from the town of Tonala, on the Gulf of Mexico, 
reported at that village last week that the wild man 
who has haunted the Montana Jabon district for many 
years has again appeared. This mountain is in the 
State of Tabasco, near the Vera Cruz border. | 

The old man, known by the natives as “el hombre de 
silvestre de monte,” has his abode near the Rio de las 
Playas, a stream at the foot of the Jabon Mountain, and 
a tributary to the Tancochapa River.

Among the African natives there can be nothing done 
without noise, according to William B. Clarke of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., who has traveled extensively in Africa. 

“It is simply appalling, the rush, the roar, the chat- 
ter and the bustle, like Bedlam let loose,” Mr. Clarke 
said. “The principal object of conversation is said to 
be money, and the hubbub, bawling and uproar in all 
sorts of tones from shrill and screaming to gruff and 
growling, accompanied by all sorts of gesticulations with 
tomgue, head and feet, are beyond description. 

“It is rather odd, but laughter is almost oever heard 
in this uproar; and as for whistling, it is a lost art. If - 
there are any quarrels they are not to be heard in pub- 
lic, although when a company of natives gets to carry 
on an animated conversation it appears to the observer 
as if the next act would be a mélée. ! 

“In addition to these natural sounds there are others 
of an artificial character that are equally familiar to 
the traveler. Such is the noise of the drums called tom- 
toms, which are beaten on every occasion, and a kind 
of pipe about eighteen inches long, with holes like those 
of a flute, and breathed throngh in a way that pro- 
duces a variety of notes of a wild, discordant character.

The hammock, which is popularly supposed to have 
had its origin among sailors for use in the cramped 
quarters of "tween deck spaces, is really the evolution 
of an idea borrowed from a tribe of British Guiana In- 
dians, the name being an English—Sir Walter Raleigh 
is the person generally credited with bringing the first 
hammocks to Europe—corruption of Ammogqua, the name 
of the river upon which this people lived. The first 
hammocks, as are also those of today made by the same 
tribe, were woven of grass or the strands of the wild 
cotton, and the specimens obtained by the first British 
explorers of the céuntry proved so useful on shipboard 
that the idea was perpetuated in the indispensable rec- 
tangles of triced-up canvas now used by the sailors of 
all nations. European settlers in the Guianas were quick 
to adopt a custom which opened up a way of obtaining 


rest at night, and from these the use of the hammock for | 


sleeping spread along the hotter portions of the north- 
eastern coast of South America. In the British Guiana 
markets of today numerous inexpensive and apparently 
well-constructed hammocks of European manufacture 
are offered for sale side by side with those of the Am- 
moqua Indians, yet where comfort and wearing qualities 
are to be considered, the latter—they are said to devi- 
ate in no salient detail of construction from those made 
by their ancestors of 400 years ago—are in the briskest 
demand, while the former, at one-third the price of the 
Indian article, are rarely bought while any of the other 
is In stock. 
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rooms, halls, verandas, and even on the flat roofs—is 
amply supplied with hooks, a visitor may be accommo- 
dated on a moment’s notice. 


It is somewhat more difficult to arrange a mosquito 
canopy with a hammock than with a bed, the novice, in 
in particular, being prone, in the restricted space, to 
roll his netting under him and pull it down. Mosquitos 
are more of a pest along the coast than on the upper 
waters of the Amazon, but on the other hand the coast 
towns have none of the fearful mumus, tiny flies with 
bites like the prick of red-hot needles, and to whom nets 
are no barrier and smoke has no terror. | 

The Brazilian, once his cioak of reserve is thrown 
aside is a very amiable fellow, and, in his own home 
especially, the very soul of solicitude regarding the com- 
fort and pleasure of a foreign visitor. He provides you 
with a latch key, so that your comings and goings may 
be quite independent, changes the family meal hours 
about to suit your appointments, should they conflict, 
and turns the town upside down to find a brand of min- 
eral water into which he has trapped you to inadvert- 
ently expressing a preference. He takes it as a matter 
of course that the things which you have been used to 
at home are the ones which will best please you in 
Brazil, and his constant endeavor is to make you happy 
along this line. His—or his wife’s—enthusiasm in this 
particular may even lead to your being offered the best 
bed instead of a hammock, a choice which, if you are so 
new to the country as to acquiesce, you will regret it 
for a number of reasons, not the least of which will be 
the belligerent nature of the bed linen. 

Brazilian girls of the better classes, like those of all 
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—following it with a siesta which lasts until it is time 
for him -to be at his office again, 1:30. Dinner, with the 
exception of farina—as much of a staple in Brazil as the 
frijole in Mexico—and a great variety of native fruits, 
is not much different from that meal in the United 
States. Generally speaking, the Brazilian menu—and 
this is especially true on the Amazon—has more of va- 
riety and less of substantiality than the American. 
Joints, and even fish, are always cut up in the pantry, 
and served in portions rather too small for the healthy 
appetite of the new-comer. Most of the dishes are fried 
im grease, and all of them, where there is any excuse for 
it, are highly seasoned. Except in European households, 
fruits usually take the place of desserts and sweets. 


Salaries for foreign help, where it is required, are high 
in Para and higher in Manaos, but hardly in proportion 
to the cost of living. Many of the importing and ex- 
porting houses employ foreign head and department 
managers, and native clerks. Few Americans are em- 
ployed, even in houses which are backed by American 
capital and export exclusively to New York, the differ- 
ence in salary—from 50 to 75 per cent.—not being suffi- 
cient to compensate for the higher cost of living, the risk 
to health and the cutting of home ties. There is very 
slight opportunity for the American of clerical training 
on the Amazon, and not any at all for the unskilled 
laborer. The British are to be found in Para and 
Manaos in considerable numbers, and between their 
clubs, their sports, and the pleasant home life which 
those of that race always manage to take with them to 
the ends of the earth, seem to get on very well. The 
Germans are there, too, hard-working and successful as 
useful, vigorously pushing various enterprises and stead- 
ily increasing-business at the expense of less energetic 
rivals. 

Of all places in the world reached by ocean steamers, 
living in Manaos, the mushroom rubber center, 1000 
miles up the Amazon at the mouth of the Rio Negro, is 
the most expensive. The hotels are extremely ill-kept, 
and yet the daily rate in the only one which is possible 
for an American is from 24,000 reis—about $9, gold—to 
double that sum for a room with a bath. Drinks and 
other extras are almost prohibitive in price. 

House rental is worse than hotel bills, for the mean- 
est class of habitation which an American would occupy 
costs in Manaos from $75 to $100 a month, and a single 
room in a private house from $25 to $50. Meat is from 
40 to 60 cents per pound; fish, which is not often to be 
had, from 60 to 90 cents, and it is not exceptional for $5 
to be paid for a five-pound mullet. Eggs are sold singly, 
and bring from 12 to 15 cents each; bread, 20 to 25 cents 
for a small loaf; milk, 75 cents for a quart boftle. Con- 
siderable quantities of American canned g0ods are now 


| imported, but while fruits and vegetables usually prove 


satisfactory, meat, unless the can has been kept on ice, 
will often. spoil within a few minutes after opening. 
Fresh vegetables—usually brought into town by the In- 
dians—are of execrable quality, and quite as high is 
price as everything else. 

Most of the article enumerated—meat, fish, eggs, milk 
and vegetables—could be profitably furnished to the 
Manaos market from the immediate vicinity of the town 
at prices from a third to one-half of those quoted, the 
poor quality and the insufficiency of the supply being 
due to the fact that rubber, up to this time, has monopo- 
lized the attention of high and low to the exclusion of 
everything else. There is no doubt that experienced 
American poultrymen and truck gardeners could reap a 
rich harvest in Manaos, but they would have to take the 
risk of living in a district where the yellow-fever mor- 
tality is at present higher than anywhere else in the 
western hemisphere.

Strange But True. Ree 


On the evening of November 1, 1849, Jonathan K. 4 


Wing, who, though having lived in San Francisco but a 
few months, had built one of its first general merchan- 
dise stores there, was suddenly taken sick, and died. 
He had that very morning engaged passage back to 
Albany, N. Y., his former home, where he had another 
store. Mr. Brooks, his business partner in San Fran- 
cisco, deciding that the body should be returned East 
for burial in the family lot, prepared it for shipment, 
and endeavored to send it by a sailing vessel about to 
leave. But the sailors, with the usual superstition of 
their class, refused to receive it, saying they feared ship- 
wreck. Mr. Brooks, however, not to be outdone, hired 
a tent, and taking no one into his confidence, sealed the 
body in a cask of alcohol, which he inclosed in a large 
hogshead, filling the intervening space with tightly- 
packed seaweed.

As they 
passed in slow and graceful movement across the soft 
darkness of the grass, the exquisite color of the flow- 
ing draperies was a vision of pure delight, affecting, in 
an extraordinary degree, by the sheer beauty of the col- 
oring. 

The woman of moderate. means shoukd decline a 
fussy frocks and imitations of ultra smart gowns, for 
these show their date, and are rarely successful unless 
made in costly stuffs. The simple dress is coming into 
its kingdom; it should be fashioned of the best mate- 
rials, with neither frills nor fussiness. It must be allur- 
ing by its perfect fit and graceful folds, and its sleeves 
clinging desirably to the arms. Ornament should strike 
the note of color and richness, but it must be used spar- 
ingly, as ornament should ever be employed. The rest- 


ful lines of a gown should never be hidden under masses 


of lace overlaid with embroideries. The design should 
be simple, the cut and fit perfect.

DRESSED FLEAS AND JUMPING 
BEANS ON SALEIN MEXICO.

HOUGH one expects to find everything different in 
iy a foreign country from things in his native land, he 
is not always prepared for all the unusual sights 
which come within his vision almost as soon as the bor- 
der is crossed. Even a little journey into Canada on 
the north, or into our sister republic of Mexico on the 
south, will broaden the mind and show us that the earth 
is in reality quite a respectable-sized ball after all and 
that our own community is only a very smal! portion of 
the universe, whereas we may have thought before 
that it was its center and that everything else revolved 
about it. While Canada can show us broad fields of 
wheat in the summmer time and broad fields of snow in 
the winter, Mexico can show us the palm, the cactus and 
the rose and never-ending sunshine, whether we go 
there in summer of winter. | 
There are many big sights in both countries, but just 
now I want to tell you of some of the smaller things 
which can be seen in Mexico, a country which I have 
visited many times and in which I have always found 
something new to me on each occasion. One of these 
oddities ws the “dressed flea,” but for me to tell you 
that such tiny creatures as fleas are really sold, all 
dressed for a social occasion, may sound somewhat 
“fishy” to you, and I cannot blame any one for doubt- 
ing that such things exist, for i must confess to a high 
degree of doubt when a shop keeper told me he had 
some in stock. Noting my look of incredulity, he pulled 
open .a drawer in his showcase and took therefrom a 
small box and from it a still smaller one, not over a 
quarter of an inch in any of its dimensions, and made 
of paper about the thickness of a leaf of a book. He 
handed the tiny receptacle to me, together with a large 
reading glass, and asked me to see for myself. I looked 
through the glass and beheld two fleas, one of which 
was dressed up like a young gentieman while the other 
appeared as a damsel gowned for a ball. | 
In explanation and to satisfy the amazement which 
was apparent in me, the shopkeeper said that the wear- 
ing apparel is made of a form of wax and that the 
“dressed flea” will retain its shape for a long time, with 
proper care. In further explanation he handed me a 
small circular printed by the wholesale house which 
handles this diminutive article of commerce, and I will 
quote it in full, as follows: “These are rea) fleas, guar- 
anteed. They are dressed by a woman here in Mexico. 
She does the work with her hands only, uses no pincers. 
The fleas are dead, they will not come to life. She does 
not chloroform the flea before she dressed him or her. 


| We give it up how many she can dress in a day, but we 


should judge that it takes quite a while to dress one, 
and then the catching of the flea is the most strenuous 
part of the process; she gets them from the dog and two 
cats, which she keeps for the purpose of supplying her 
with the means of making her living. She has been a 
widow for a little over two years, has one child; the

commente to creep about in a most uncanny manner. 
While in the case of the “dressed flea” there was the 
element of doubt in the tourist’s mind, he is now pos- 
sessed with curiosity and immediately asks for an expla- 
nation. 

Upon inquiry one learns that the bean jumps or creeps 
along because there is a worm in the shell. It is sup- 
posed that the worm turns about or strikes itself 
against the inside of its prison and thus gives it a far- 
ward movement, or even turns the bean completely over. 
The bean comes from the States of Vera Cruz, Sonora, 
and Guerrero, and is generally secured in April. With 
ordinary care the worm will live for four months. The 
bean should be kept warm and not be handled, if the 
worm is to show its activity. The Mexicans know these 
beans as “brincones,” which means a “jumper.” In 
some sections they are used in games of chance, such 
as placing them in circles and seeing which man’s bean 
will hop from the center to the outer ring first. Some- 
times large sums are staked on this most uncertain re- 
sult 

In the shops the beans can be had for a few cents, 
sometimes as low as one cent and sometimes as high as 
five cents, according to the size and the activity man- 
ifested. Great numbers of them are mailed to curiosity 
collectors in all parts of the world, and so it is possible 
that some who read this about them may have seen the 
beans far from their sunny habitat in the land of 
mafiana, or the land of tomorrow, as Mexico is fre- 
quently called.

GARDEN WORK. 


AND CLEANING UP. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HE past spring has been a most unusual one, and 

not at all conducive to plant growth or best devel- 

opment of blossom. Owing to copious rains and the 
long-continued cool weather following, we have been 
at times sorely troubled with insect pests and plant 
disease. Now that warm weather has come to aid us in 
the work of extermination, we should bestir ourselves 
to clear our gardens of all that impedes plant growth. 
A general cleaning-up and overhauling of the entire gar- 
den will result in great good to yourself and neighbors. 


The destructive cutworm becomes more scarce as 
warm weather continues, but will be present with us 
for some time yet. One of the most effectual ways to 
deal with this pest is to turn a few young ducks into 
the garden. These will hunt worms in preference to 


any other food, and will turn over boards and other lit- | 


ter in order to find them. No. cases of fatalities have 
been reported among ducks, though many persons de- 
clare chickens and turkeys have been killed by too lib- 
eral indulgence in a worm diet. In beds infested with 
cutworms the writer has set a sprinkler, and as the soil 
fills with water the worms have to get out, and they

may then be watched for and destroyed. Those nearest 
the edges of beds will crawl out, but others will crawl 
up the plant stems and sharp watch a be kept for 
them. 
am ideal harbor for all insects and fungous diseases, 
and it should be raked up and burned. Later it may be 
used for a mulch, but at present, to get rid of trouble, 
it is far better to cremate the whole and return the 
ashes to the soil. These contain valuable plant foods, 
ameliorate the physical condition of the soil and drive 
away insect pests. Ashes have been found by the writer 
to be quite valuable in ridding the garden of millipedes 
or, as the children call them, “thousand-legged worms,” 
and also known as wire worms (which they are not.) 
All of these and many more may be exterminated by a 
generous clean-up. 


The Bunya-Bunya. 


Though a half-dozen ot 
with us, but one species thrives in all parts of the State, 
and that one is A. Bidwillii, the Bunya-Bunya, from 
Australia. In the hot, interior valleys of the San Joa- 
quin and the Sacramento it is too warm and dry in the 
summer for species which thrive nearer the coast, but 
our subject appears equally at home in all parts of Cali- 
fornia, immune to both heat and cold. 


Growing New Gladioli. 


During the past few years the writer has frequently 
advised garden owners to cross gladioli, sow the result- 
ant seeds and get new forms and colors. By using only 
the best sorts for this work, some fine new flowers will 
be obtained. It is a fascinating work for one who fol- 
lows it for love of the work, though not a profitable 
following for one looking to financial results. When the 
famed America was introduced (doubtless the best giad- 
iolus for from that we have,) the writer used it in cross- 
ing with his best and results have proven very satis- 
factory. The best cross obtained was an exact inter-

rior to either. 


From all the work done by the writer in this line, 
now covering a period of nine years, he concludes that 
red is the predominant color in giadioli. 
‘well acquainted with the species and types of garden 
gladioli he may at times be puzzled by the colors ob- 
tained. The writer's experiments at present cover forty 
different parent bulbs and several hundred crosses. In 
many instances a cross between a light pink and a scar- 
let has brought offspring of a deep crimson, many 
shades darker than the darkest parent. This is no un- 
usual result in gladioli. One of the most fascinating 
phases of the work to both the professional and the 
amateur lies in getting the “double cross” and noting 
results. To fllustrate, take America and fertilize the 
flowers with one other and then fertilize the other with 
pollen from America. In this way, you get seeds from 
both plants, merely having America for the mother or 
seed-bearing parent, and in the other case America is 
the father or pollen parent. The resultant seeds may 
not furnish any two offspring that are alike; they may 
all resemble one parent; 
either parent; or one of the lots may bear a striking 
likeness to one parent and the other lot to the other. 
Even after years of experimentation one cannot fore- 
tell results for he is dealing with an unknown quantity 
for all garden gladioli are hybrids. With species the 
results could be more closely computed. 


The Season's Roses. 3 


For a brief spell in early spring we had fine roses, 
but this season as a whole has been the most unsatis- 


siege of cloudy weather all over the State, 
known to do well generally in typical Southern Cali- 
fornia weather did not thrive. At the same time, those 
growing eastern and northern kinds were agreeably sur- 
prised to find them doing well. American Beauty was 
better the past spring than for many years, and the class 
of which Ulrich Brunner is a representative have 
thriven abundantly. In the northern part. of the State 
the weather has been much the same as in the south, 
but there it is normal spring weather, and roses that 
are adapted to the climate are now in their glory. A 
month ago the writer, in company with a wealthy 
plant fancier of San Francisco, visited some of the best 
gardens in many directions from the northern city. At 
the Havens place, in Piedmont, wete seen roses that 
have never been surpassed in California rose culture. 
All the sorts named were in their glory, and the now 
(with us) neglected La France was blooming in luxuri- 


ever seen, and it may be of interest and profit to note 
that the soil was covered with three or four inches of 
strawy stable manure so that the soll never became hot 
-or baked, nor the plants hungry. 


An African Beauty. 


In 1893 the writer grew and distributed trees of Calo- 
dendron capense. -A literal translation of the name is 
“Beautiful Tree of the Cape.” The largest of the lot is 
now in Singleton Court, and the second largest in the 
Fremont grounds at Hoover and Twenty-eighth streets. 
All who have seen the tree in bloom expressed their 
admiration for it. In the June issue of the Outlook, 
Mr. W. S. Rainsford describes the tree upon its native 
heath and says no one could tell him its name, but in 
a foot note gives it as Calidendron, only one letter 
wrong. He writes: 


“Here and there you notice a gracefel rounded mast 
of rich lilac flowers—-one of the most beautiful sights 
the forest has to show. I cannot find any one who 
knows its name; it is commonly called the chestnut 
tree, but I cam see no resemblance whatever to the 
chestnut, unless it be a prickly burr which protects the 
seed. Seen at a few feet distance the flowers are rag- 
ged, but from the ground the effect it presents of masses 
and bunches of fresh lilac color is very striking indeed. 
It grows as high as sixty feet. The stem is smooth and 
graceful. The crown spreads wide, and is one mass of 
bloom. I have not seen it growing anywhere at a 
height of less than 7000 feet.” Again he says: “Here 
the wide-spreading chestnut finds all the space it needs 
for its great bouquet-like crown of rich lilac blossom, 
and groups of them take up all the cafion from side to 
side.” 

In the same article, he writes of the “cactus brush,” 
“eactus stronghold of the rhino,” “cactus lands,” and 
“cactus jungle.” All cacti, save a tiny spineless para- 
site (Rhipsalis) growing on trees in South Africa, are 
natives to the Americas and nowhere else. Is ft possible 
that introduced species have so far conquered the wilds 
of Africa, or has our hunter been exploring territory 
covered with spiny species of Euphorbia? Or are the 
plants still other sorts? 


A Valuable Irid. | | 


Morea iridioides is a member of the iris family, 
closely allied to the true iris, now in bloom. The plant 
is an evergreen perennial and has the peculiarity of 
flowering on the previous year’s flower stems as well as 
upon those grown during the present season. The flow- 
ers have a white foundation, but the petals are marked | 
with yellow, brown, and purple, an exceedingly pretty — 
combination.

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THE SEXAPHONE. 


NOVEL INSTRUMENT INDORSED HIGH 
AUTHORITY.

thority to an indorsement of the sexaphone, a 


trivance whereby the poultry breeder is enabled to de- 
termine the sex of each egg, and also whether the same 
be fertile or not. As to the practical application of the 
instrument, the writer knows nothing; what is here said 
of and claimed for it, is gleaned from the Review of 
Reviews and also a number of other English authorities, 
For instance, we learn that the sexaphone is being 
thoroughly investigated at the College Farm, Reading, 
England, and the results will be made public as soon 
as the sex of the chickens can be told which were 
hatched from eggs that were subjected to the sexa- 
phone test.. Some of the eggs indicated male, others 
female, and a few, not causing either the rotary or pen- 
dulum movement, were found to be infertile. These 
eggs were placed in an incubator and the chickens toe- 
marked according to the forecast. The College Farm 
also sent a brood of very young chickens to be tested by 
the sexaphone and the two motions were plainly seen 
and the chickens were toe-marked accordingly. 


According to Mr. Stead, the manner of its discovery 
and final application was about as follows: | 

Mr. Williams, a working engineer, also keeps hens 
at Catford. One day when in his workshop he noticed 
that some small steel articles suspended from the wall 
by wire were quivering without apparent cause. As the 
quivering continued, he hunted about to discover what 
was the source of the disturbance. Immediately below 
the pendant steel, some one had placed a basket of 
egge He removed it to see if there was any magnet 
beneath. No sooner had he done so than the quivering 
ceased. He replaced the basket, and the quivering re- 
commenced. Clearly, there was some connection be- 
tween the quiver that was felt by the steel and the eggs. 

‘ Mr. Williams began experimenting with this hitherto 
sympathetic relation between steel and 
egg. He found that a sterile egg left the steel un- 
moved. Continuing his experiments, he found that one 
egg would cause the steel to move backward and for- 
ward like the pendulum of a clock, while another egg 
would cause it to rotate with a circular motion. He 
hatched out the first egg, and the chicken that came out 
was a pullet. He hatched out the second, and out came 
a cockerel. In this wise it was that Mr. Williams stum- 
bled upon what may be the key to many mysteries—viz., 
the latent power of sex in eggs to move a pendant piece 
of steel from side to side if the egg be female, in a cir- 
cle if it be male. . 

The editor of Feathered Life, the utility poultry jour- 
nal of England, has also given the matter attention. In 
testing out the sexaphone, this authority gives the fol- 
lowing results: | 
“We tried it on a man’s head. The little ball quiv- 
ered, moved slowly, and was soon gyrating round and 
round as if it would never stop. We tried it on a lady’s 
head: the circular movement slowly died away, and 


then the steel ball began to swing back and forth like | 


the pendulum of a clock. We tried it on animals 
whose sex was unknown; guinea pigs, pigeons, rabbits, 
white mice: no one could say which was male and 
which female without close examination. In every case 
the sexaphone told truly the sex of the subject. Mr. 
Williams suggested we should try it on a dog, which he 
was proceeding to take out of the basket. ‘Let the dog 
stay where it is,’ we exclaimed; ‘keep the lid down. No 
one knows whether it is a he or a she. Hold the sexa- 
phone over the basket, and see if it will work. To this 
Mr. Williams objected. He could not guarantee that 


it would tell the sex unless it was held close to the anl- ; 


mal: the lid of the basket might intercept the current. 
We insisted. Mr. Williams gave way. The sexaphone 
was held over the basket, and lo! in a few seconds it 
began to gyrate in the circular fashion. We averred 
the dog a male, which it proved to be.” 

If it is possible to indicate disturbances on the earth’s 
surface by the seismograph at great distances, is it not 
feasible to determine sex by a similar contrivance close 
at hand? Is it not possible that the vibrations of the 
male are contrary to those of the female? And is it not 
true that the constant change of matter taking place 
as between fertile and infertile eggs is that the former 
is a change toward life while the latter is just the op- 
posite? If these hypotheses will stand scrutiny, does it 
not indicate that the sexaphone may be a tangible fac- 
tor in the questions it is presumed to solve? 


Turkey Troubles. | 


A. Weber, Garvanza, writes for information regarding 
turkeys. He says that they hatch well, but when two 
weeks old they all die. He should have described their 
symptoms; as it is, it is simply impossible to arrive at 
any conclusion. Turkeys are subject to much the same 
ailments as chickens, but in addition suffer from what 
is known as “blackhead,” which carries off great num- 
bers yearly. It takes its name from the fact that at cer- 
tain stages of its development the affected ones look 
shrunken, pinched and purple about the head. It usu-

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ally proves fatal. Prevention is, however, possible. 
Segregate the ailing ones from the healthy, and if pos- 
sible change the well ones to new ground. Feed to 
counteract looseness of the bowels; give a tonic and 
stinfulant for liver and bowels—pepper and ginger. 
Here are a few things to observe in growing turkeys: 


Never let young turkeys get wet. Dampness is fatal. 
Feed nothing the first twenty-four bours after they are 
hatched. Before putting them in the coop, see that it 
is perfectly clean and free from lice, and dust them

three times a week with insect powder. Be sure the hen 

is free from lice. Dust her, too. Look out for mites and 
. the large lice on the heads, necks and vents. Grease 
' heads, necks and vents with lard, but avoid kerosene. 
Nine-tenths of the young turkeys die from lice. Filth 
will soon make short work of them. Feed on clean 
surfaces. Give water in a manner so they can only wet 
their beaks. The first week feed a mixture of one egg, 
beaten, and wheat middlings one part, ground meat one 
part, corn meal one part, mixed with salt to taste, and 
cooked as bread, then crumble for them, with milk or 
curds so they can drink all they want. Feed every two 
hours early and late. Give a very little raw meat every 
day; also finely-chopped onions, or other tender green 
‘food. After the first week keep well-balanced turkey 

ration before them all the time. : 


The Egg and the Law. 


Since the enactment of the Federal and State law reg- 
ulating the manufacture and sale of pure foods, poul- 
try breeders of an inquisitive turn of mind have been 
wondering more or less just as to what is meant by the. 
term “fresh eggs” and “cold-storaged poultry products.” 
According to the act passed by the last Legislature, 
“Eggs and poultry, if they have been kept and packed 
in cold storage, or otherwise preserved, must be so in-. 
dicated by written label or placard, plainly designating 
such fact when offered for sale.” This is, however, an 
elastic provision of the law. Eggs placed in cold stor- 
‘age for twenty-four or forty-eight hours are certainly 
fresh, and would stand.as such under the most rigid 
chemical analysis. The United States Department of 
Agriculture holds that “cold-storage poultry is meat 
from poultry recently slaughtered and preserved by re- 
frigeration until delivered to the consumer.” Again, 
“recently” is an elastic expression and may mean a few 
hours or a few weeks. If submitted to chemical analy- 
sis, it would often be found that cold-storaged product 
would prove fresh and pure as against similar samples 
just taken after laying or killing. Im the case of hen 
fruit, it is presumed to be fresh if separating freely from 
the shell, and showing little or no evaporation; ab- 
sence of rosette crystals in the albumen and yolks. 
Hence the determination would not be on the question 
whether an egg had been cold-storaged, but on its actual 
condition at the time of sale, to be determined by analy- 
sis. This again would militate against the law’s opera- 
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tion, as chemical analysis would require time; in the 
meantime the product would be ageing. All these are 
fine points on which breeders are speculating not a 
little. 

The law in its purpose and intent is, however, whole- | 
some legislation. It aims to differentiate between cold- 
storaged products and those that are really fresh. 
“Venders of poultry products will be within the mean- 
ing of the law by simply labeling all cold-storaged poul- 
try products as such. In its last analysis it will sive 
producers some prestige in the marketing of products. 
In spite of that, however, breeders in large centers like 
Petaluma will undoubtedly continue to cold-storage 
their eggs during the periods of low prices, only to re- 
lease them when the demand will afford them better 
returns.

negotiations with the author to fix it up or will buy it 
as it is and fix it up to suit himself. Every magazine 
has men employed for that purpose. 

Not one in ten of the smooth reading stories that one 
finds in the magazines is printed as it was written. Un- 
less they are the work of a trained writer who knows 
all the tricks of the trade they have been chopped and 
changed around in order to lick them into presentable 
shape. Unnecessary introductions have been cut off the 
beginning, anti-climaxes cut off the end, superfluous 
adjectives taken out of the middle and descriptions of . 
scenery removed entire. : 

To the writer was shown one short story, printed in 
McCliure’s, which was a first attempt on the part of its 
author. It had been changed four times, forty-eight su- 
perfiluous words had been cut out by twos and threes 
at a time, and six explanatory and argumentative letters 
had been exchanged between author and publisher before 
the final proof was passed. ’ 

All this trouble over a 3000-word story submitted by 
mail by an unknown author, who had never written 
anything before, and by a magazine that receives * sev- 


| eral hundred manuscripts a month and can command 


the best writers! 

Why? Because the story was there, and S. S. McClure 
knew it the moment he saw it, and he rose to the bait 
like a pike. The author was one of his finds. 

“What is the particular element that you imply as so 
desirable when you speak of the story in a manu- 
script?’ the writer asked Mr. McClure. 

“It must be human and there must be some motive. 
in it,” he answered immediately. “It may be cleverly 
written; but so are advertisements. Adventure and 
incident may be there, but if there is nothing human 
in it no laughter will ever shake the reader’s hand, no 
tear will ever fall upon the page.” , 

Many readers who were interviewed expressed 
same opinion in various ways, insisting that it was this 
want of the human touch that caused the rejection of 90 
per cent. of the stories submitted to magazines. 

“A story must aet on the reader’s feeli as well as. 
"on his mind,” remarked one. “It must ken his im- 
pulses somehow. If it is a story of adventure it should 
be able to carry you along with it, as the audience 
used to hold on to the backs of | seats in front of 
them when John B. Gough described the stage coach 
tearing downhill close to the edge of the precipice with 
a drunken driver on the box. | 

“The habitual magazine reader remembers a story that 
has made him feel long after he has forgotten those that 
made him think.” 

Frank Munsey classifies stories simply by their com- 
mercial value and puts pathos first, love second, adven- 
ture third and humor last. 

“Any one can invent love plots and adventures,” he 


| says, “and some men cannot put pen to paper without 


being humorous; but the pathetic story is always from 
the heart, and if it is genuine it always reaches the 
heart of the reader. Those are the stories that are 
hard to find.” , 

One’of the most common errors of the novice in au- | 
thorship is sending his manuscripts to the wrong place. | 
The further he is from the right place in his selection | 
the longer he will probably have to wait for its return. | 
This delay and the repetition of refusals is one of the | 
most disheartening things the budding author has to 
contend with, but it is entirely his own fault. He may 
imagine that all the editors have conspired against | 
him, whereas there is nothing against him but his own 
lack of judgment. 

If a man had a patent churn to sell and went hawk- | 
ing it among the housewives on the West Side you would 
laugh at him and tell him to take it to the country and | 
sell it to the farmers’ wives. If he replied that the | 
country was just the same as the city, all houses and 
people, you would laugh still louder at his folly. Yet 
the author who sends his manuscripts to the wrong . 
place is just as misguided. ; 

The first thing that a new usually does is to 
send his etory off to his favofite magazine or to the 
magazine that he hears most highly spoken of. All 
amateur actors want to play “Hamlet” from the start. | 
The high-class, well-known magazines, like Harper’s, 
have to wade through more trash than any others. 

“A story was submitted to me privately by a friend 
of mine,” said one reader. “The author was a young 
lady who did not know that I was employed on a maga- 
zine. She thought it was the zreatest thing that ever 
happened, that story of hers. Most authors think that 
about their first attempts. 

“She was in doubt whether to send it to Harper’s or 
the Century, as she did not want to offend either of 
them by giving the other the refusal of it. After read- 
ing it over, I advised her to try it on the Waverly Mag- , 
azine first and not to expect any pay for it. 

“She has not spoken to me since, but I learned from 
a friend of hers that she sent it from one magazine to 
another for nearly two years, having to copy it again 
once or twice when it got shabby. The funny part of 
it was that she finally sent it to the Waverley and they 
used it. 

There is a young woman in Brooklyn who has just 
brought out a book that promises to be a success. She 
has a classified list of magazines, beginning with those 
that she would like bést to publish her stories and end- 
ing with those that are better than the waste basket. 

She has twenty-five magazines on this list, and every

clever, it is really a confession of bad judgment. ‘It is

Every one who hopes to be successful as a magazine 
writer should buy and read at least one or two num- 
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of twenty or thirty of the leaders. The sort ‘of stories 
and articles they contafn should be carefully studied. 

Uniess his story is of exceptional merit, which of 
course every author imagines it is, there are. never 
more than four or five magazines that would even con- 
sider it. When magazines buy stories from authors 
with big names they do it for the purpose of advertis- 
ing the fact that the big man is writing for that maga- 
zine, and they usually care very little for what he 
writes. 

It is the same in all matters of business. When Al- 


engeged by Barnum, he wanted to show the public 
what he could do on a wheel, but the manager told him 
he could have only three minutes. : 

“We don’t care a cent for your act,” the manager told 
him. “All we want is to show the public that we have 
got’ what we advertise.” | | 

The secret of the success of any magazine lies in its 
individuality. People come to recognize it as different 
from the others and they do not feel that any other 
magazine will take its place. 

What makes this individuality? The editor’s power 
of selection, his ability to pick out the stories and arti- 
cles that carry out his conception of what a magazine 
should be. If any old story would do for any old maga- 
zine, as some writers seem to imagine, what would be- 
come of‘this distinctive trait? 

Unless a writer who sends a story to a magazine has 
studied this peculiar touch that gives the magazine its 
character and has written something that fits in with it 
he is simply wasting time and postage stamps. He may 
have made a beautiful churn, but the woman who lives 
in Central Park West does not think it fits into her 
ideas of what should be in her household, 

One great cry of the novice in authorship is that the 
editor will not tell him what is the matter with his 
story when it is rejected. This is only half a truth. 
The editor would gladly tell him, but he knows the 
author would not believe it. The editor of the Popular 
Magazine told the writer that he once made the mistake 
of telling a new writer what was the matter with his 
story. | 

The man seemed very modest and anxious to learn, 
and the editor told him the exact facts. Instead of be- 
ing grateful for this expert criticism, which was valu- 
able, the author of the story became abusive and told 
the editor that he had never printed such a good story 
in the Popular, which_was a rotten magazine anyhow, - 
and much more to the same effect. Such authors are 
hopeless, because they will never learn. | 

John Thompson, editor of Pearson's, told the writer 
that one had to be more cautious about mentioning the 
defects in an author’s stories to the author himself than 
one would be about remarking upon the defects in a 
womdan’s personal appearance if she asked vou about it. 
In fact, he thought the author would be the more vip- 
dictive of the two. : | 

At the same time, he had found, when he was sure 
that he was talking to the right sort of man, who would 
not be misunderstood, that he could put his finger on 
the weak spot in a story, and that more than once he 
had been rewarded by the author going home to think 
it over and bringing him just the kind‘ of story he 
wanted. ~ 

John 8S. Phillips of the American Magazine tries au- 
thors out with hints, such as that the story would be 
improved if it began at such a place instead of where 
the author begins it. If the author watches the biue | 
penci! cut its way across the page without flinching and 
sees his beautiful adjectives crossed out without serious 
objections, Mr. Phillips knows that the man will stand 
the gaff and be a success as a writer; but when a man 
fights for a phrase and insists on a description that has 
nothing to do with the story, however fine it may be

It seems that W. W. Froggatt, the 
entomologist of New South Wales, has published a se- 
vere criticism of the methods of George Compere, who is 
employed jointly by this State and West Australia in 
collecting beneficial insects. Mr. Froggatt also takes 
occasion to ridicule the use of parasitic and predaceous 
insecis in the attempt to control pests. I have the high- 
est cpinion of Mr. Froggatt, both personally and profes- 
sionally, and I am sorry that he has apparently renewed 
this old feud upon his late visit to West Australia, and | 
! am sure Compere*has not taken the initiative this 
time, as he has been ip another part of the world for a 
year. The people wio pay the bills are tired of this con- 
troversy, and Mr. Compere has been instructed long 
sinee to discontinue his part of it, and I believe he is so 
doing. At any rate, there is no profit in maintaining 
this old-time dispute, and I trust we have heard the last 
it. 
Mr. Compere is not an entomologist, and does not 
claim to be. Whatever genius he has shown is in differ- 
ent lines from that of Froggatt's, and each should re- 
spect the other for the good he may have done. W. 
Catton Grasby of Perth sums up Compere’s gifts in the 
Australian of last July, in which he says: “Mr. Compere 
has a peculiar gift or instinct, of observation, together 
with great concentration of purpose, which, after years 
of training, have become second nature to him, and it is 
these gifts that make him particularly valuable to West 
Australia. He cannot identify and classify insects, and 
does not attempt to; but he has a marvelous power of 
going into unpleasant places and seeing things for which 
he is looking: but which others would pass unnoticed. 
Mr. Compere is a wonderfully keen observer of a certain 
phase of natural history, and no place seems too difficult 
or unpleasant for him to visit. As a matter of fact, 
much of the value of Compere to this State is due to his 


methods.”

Ants and Fruit Trees. 

CORRESPONDENT writes that he finds much to in- 
F Beto him in this department, but nothing in regard 
to preventing ants from climbing his fruit trees. He 
thinks they protect the scale. There is a liquid “tangle- 
foot” on the market which has been used in Riverside 
and Los Angeles counties successfully. A band of tae 
preparation is put around the trunk of the tree with a 
brush, about six inches in width. The preparation will 
last several months. Try this remedy. Destroy or break 
un all the ant nests to be found. I am sure if the ants 
can be kept away, the scale would be reduced, or at least 
the natural enemies of the scale would not be bothered 
if present to reduce the pest. The coat of whitewash 
suggested by the correspondent would be of no avail in 
repelling the ants. 


identifying Pests. 
CORRESPONDENT of West Eighth street, Los An- 
p Wee writes that a lady bird similar to one of the | 
Hippodamia is often destroyed as a pest, and wishes 
the subject treated In these columns. So few species of 
the lady bug are injurious that it is scarcely worth 
white to consider them, yet there are two species of in- 
sect so often mistaken for lady bugs that they ought to 
be known by every one. They are Diabrotica vittata, 
with two black stripes on each wing cover, and the Dia- 
brotica soror,. with six black spots on each wing cover. 
The latter is the most destructive of the family, on this 
coast. The body of these beetles is greenish-yellow with 
the biack markings above noted. They are generally 
known as cucumber beetles, and should be classed in the 
enemy's list. 
The Fippodamia lady birds are of severa) species, the 
convergens being the most useful of the lot. It was of 
this species that over sixty quarts were recently sent to 
the impertal Valley to prey upon the melon lice. It has, 
on rare occasions been noted as a leaf-eating insect, re- 
ported as damaging to cabbage and kindred plants. I 
have never seen any such damage, and have not heard 
directly from any one who has observed it. In fact, the 
observation ts In doubt. The lady bug which the cor- 
respondent says resemtles the Hippodamia may be the 
Coccinella California, or the Hippodamia ambigua, 
each of which is solid red, while the convergent Hippo- 
damia is dark red with many #mal! black spots. If in 
doubt as to the species or the habits of any insect, it 
should be mailed to the State insectary, at Sacramento; 
or to E. M. Elirhorn, Ferry Building. San Francisco; or , 
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C. W. Woodworth, Berkeley. A courteous and possibly 
helpful reply will be made by either of these officials. 


Scale-Killing Ants.

On the contrary, it is a 
well-known fact that ants are friendly to all insects taat 
secrete “honey dew.” I know of few orchardists who 
cherish the ant as a friendly insect. Prof. Lounsbry, the 
entomologist of South Africa in sending a large ship- 
ment of parasitic flies writes that his country is experi- 
encing an increase of the black scale, due to the hold the 
Argentine ant is getting there. He says this pest inter- 
feres with the breeding of the scale’s natural enemies, | 
and thus favors the multiplication of the scale. In the 
face of all experience and investigation, a northern pa- 
per states that a professor from Southern California is 
using the ant extensively for the extermination of the 
black scale in Mendocino county.

“The ants are captured by placing a plate of sugar near 
an ant hill, and when covered with ants the plate is put 
in the forks of the infected tree. The ants leave the 
sugar and go to work on the scale. As soon as they all 
leave the sugar, the plate is placed at the foot of the 
tree. end as thé ants come down after having cleaned the 
tree of scale, they again assemble on the sugar, and are 
thus easily removed to another tree. Several ranchers 
in this section have tried the scheme, and estimate that 
it will be worth millions of dollars to fruit growers.” 

The Cut-Worm Pest. 

HAVE many inquiries about the best way to destroy 

cut worms. This pest seems to many of my corre- 
spondents to be getting more destructive each favorable 
season, but this is probably a wrong idea as far as gar- 
den damage goes.

PRACTICAL HYGIENE. .. 


Public Indifference to Filthy Food. 


T is astonishing how indifferent a great majority 
of people are to the condition of the food they put 
into their mouths as building material for the body. 
“The Jungle,” with its awful disclosures of filthy con- 
ditions in the Chicago stock yards, has long been for- 
gotten by a great majority of people. Men who are 
exceedingly careful, and even finicky about material for 
the manufacture of a suit of clothes, or an automobile, 
or a desk, will day after day consume food that is not 


only filthy, but dangerous. 

Fortunately, nature has provided the body with great 
resisting power. Otherwise we should all have been 
dead many years ago. When, however, the system be- 
gins to fill up with impurities this resisting power is 

lessened, and when filthy food is eaten, disease easily 
gains a foothold. 


Here is an extract from an English book entitled “Air, 
. Water, and Food,” by C. B. Fox: 

“Pure bread is rarely procurable in our towns and 
cities under the present system that prevails of ‘flesh 
dough-kneading.’ The cellars employed as bake houses 
In London and other cities, are generally filthy places, 
with drain smells infested with beetles, mice and rats, 
which make playful excursions into the kneading trough 
and flour sack. The work of kneading is so laborious 
as to excite profuse perspiration, which drops into the 
dough. The flour rises in clouds, and the workers be- 
gin to cough and sneeze. When the process is almost 
finished, the dough adhering to their arms is scraped 
off, and the flour that has settled on their hair is 
brushed off with a course brush into the kneading 
trough. This cast-off epithelium from the skin, hairs. 
head scurf, nasal and pulmonary excretions of men, the 
majority of whom are dirty and unhealthy, are mingled 

with the dough that forms our daily bread. Fifteen 
years ago these revolting disclosures were made, apro- 
pos of the grievances of journeymen bakers, and are to 
be found on the government blue boo Notwith- 
standing the publicity given to these facts,/the manu- 
facture of nearly all bread is carried on at the present 
time in the same disgusting way.” 

Even more repulsive conditions have been described 

. @8 prevailing in some bakeries in this country, where 
men working the dough have been suffering from filthy 
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late, with the introduction of more sanitary bakeries. 

Los Angeles boasts of one of the most sanitary bakeries 

in the United States. There are, however, still many 
2 establishments of this kind where conditions are little, 
if any, better than those above described. 

Again, the handling of bread by drivers, whose hands 
are perhaps sweaty and not overclean, is a nasty prac- 
tice. All bread should be wrapped before it is delivered, 
as some now is. 3 

Most repulsive details were published a few months 
ago in regard to the filthy condition of the kitchens of 
some of the smaller restaurants of Los Angeles, where 
foul water closets open directly into the food depart- 
ment. Nor are such conditions entirely confined to the 
your favorite waiter, when he is in a communicative 
mood. 

_ In some restaurants patrons may see the ranges where 
their food is prepared. It is a good idea, and should 
spread. 

County officials have recently béen looking into the 
fishing operations of Japanese, who fish for the market 

| at the sewer outlet of Los Angeles city, the product 
im being largely disposed of in Los Angeles. They, how- 
ever, are not the only ones who do this. Any day dur- 
ing the season at Avalon, on Catalina Island, you may 
see a dozen boats with amateur “sportsmen,” catching 
fish just off the sewer outlet of that town. Nice idea, 
isn’t it? : 7 

Again, milk, which is such an excellent culture me- 
dium, is often handled by uncleanly people in a care- 
less manner. 

In the course of evidence given “before the House 
Committee on Agriculture, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. chief 
of the chemistry bureau of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, referred as follows to gelatin: 

“It is made out of hides and scrapings from hides. 
These hides go into the tanner’s vats, and hides that 
smell to heaven are treated and trimmed, and these 
trimmings are used to make gelatin. The Marine Hos- 
pital Service found tetanus germs in gelatin.” 

Dr. Wiley said the gelatin factories are the dirtiest 
in the world, that the hides used are treated with alkali, 
which is rubbed into them for shipment. The hides are 
scraped and trimmed, and are then put into the tan- 
ners’ vats and the residue used for gelatin. He said 
that this gelatin ts sometimes made in glue factories, 
and that what is not fit for glue is made into gelatin. 

* Among other purposes for which gelatin is used is 
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ing capsules in which medicine is taken. 

There is no necessity for using such filthy stuff as 
this. There is a vegetable gelatin on the market, made 
from sea moss. 
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Gelatin contains a large percentage of nitrogen, but 
unlike natural proteid foods this is not in such a form 


that it can be assimilated. Therefore, the food value of | 


gelatin is small. It is, however, a useful medium for 
combining fruit juice in various forms such as jel- 
lies, etc. 

Reference has been made here recently to the unsani- 
tary habit of exposing fruit and vegetables close to the 
sidewalk. It appears that in addition to the local ordi- 
nance we shall have, after May 10, a new provision of 
the new State food law, prohibiting such displays. 

Several arrests were recently made of wholesale fruit 
dealers who have been breaking the State law in re- 
gard to covering fruit products from dust. They will 
contest the issue. | 


The filthy and dangerous practice of feeding hogs on 
garbage has recently been referred to in these columns. 
This is another case in which the public shows a re- 
markable apathy. 

When people insist on eating flesh foods they might 
at least use a little discretion in the kind of flesh foods 
they consume. For instance, they should be careful, as 
far as possible, to secure the flesh of clean-fed animals, 
not. of scavengers. Among the scavengers are hogs and 
chickens—made so by man—and shell fish that feed 
around sewer outlets and other filthy places. 


Then again, see that the flesh of the animal has not 
begun to decay—that is to say, that the decay is not 
too far advanced, for decay begins as soon as the animal 
dies. Epicures like “ripe” meat, because it tastes 
sweet, a sign of decomposition. Yes, fresh meat is 
more or less tough. You must choose between tough- 
ness and decay. 

Also, no person of good taste, who has given the mat- 
ter a serious thought, cares to consume the depurative 
organs of animals—the kidneys—or the liver. You may 
see a delicately-nurtured woman daintily eating deviled 
kidney, but if you were to suggest to that woman 
the idea of drinking a spoonful of the animal’s urine 
she would be horrified. Yet there is really not so much 
difference. People have been accustomed to such things 
from youth and don’t think. 

As to liver, it does not seem to be quite so popular as 
it was. It is now mainly found—with other thirst- 
creating foods—on the free-lunch counters of the sa- 
loons. 

Man is much more careless in regard to his foods 
than an animal. You cannot get‘a dog or a cat to swal- 
low a morsel of food until it has carefully borne the 
test of smell. That is to say, unless the animal is rav- 
enously hungry. It is not necessary that you should 
develop crankiness on this subject. Be, however, at 
least as careful and cleanly in your eating habits as a 
dog or a cat. 

The Federal pure-food law, and the pure-food laws 
passed by some of the States are doing much good. To 
make them thoroughly effective, however, they must 
have the cordial, earnest, and constant support of the 
mass of the people. Eternal vigilance is the price of 
freedom from disease as well as of puneen liberty. F 
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A Health Guide. 


‘6 HE PRACTICAL GUIDE TO HEALTH” is “a pop- 

ular treatise on anatomy, physiology, and hygiene, 
with scientific descriptions of diseases, their causes and 
treatment.” It is designed for nurses and for homé 
use. (Pacific Press Publishing Association, Mountain 
View, Cal.) 

This is a handsomely printed and bound book of over 
600 pages, with a large number of artistic illustrations. 
The author is Frederick M. Rossiter, M.D. Dr. Rossi- 
ter is a member of the A.M.A. He obtained his medical 
education at the University of Michigan. He was a stu- 
dent at the Battle Creek Sanatorium during vacations, 
and did some outside work in connection with the in- 
stution. After graduating. He now resides in Chicago. 

The teachings of the book are much along the lines 
of the Battle Creek school. The author makes frequent 
reference to the Bible, and has a short chapter on “di- 

ne healing.” In his preface the author says: . 

“This is a progressive age, and the time has passed 
when the knowledge of how to care for the body can be 
retained by the few, to be given out as they see fit. 
There is a growing demand for popular literature on the 
subject of health. 

“The writer believes thoroughly that every father and 
mother should be sufficiently informed in reference to 
the normal body and its functions, and should possess 
sufficient knowledge of the common diseases and their 
treatments, to be able to care for members of the fam- 
ily under ordinary conditions. It is far more important 
that a mother know how to care for the health of her 
children than that she be able to teach them music or 
painting. 

“The author does not entertain the least idea that this 
book should take the place of the family physician when 
the services of a physician are needed. But there are . 
many conditions and circumstances in every home under | 
which a reliable book on health and disease is indis- 
pensable, and greatly supplements the services of the 
physician.” 

In regard to drugs, the author writes: 
“Very little is said in this treatise about the use of 
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and the use of patent medicines cannot be too severely 
condemned. The promiscuous swallowing of medicines 
for every slight ailment, and in order to save a doctor’s 
bill. has caused untold misery in the world. If cea 
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Gare of the Body. 
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The author has some good remarks on the subject of 
nervousness. He says: 

“It is well known among physicians that nervous dis- 
eases are markedly on the increase. Mental diseases, 
insanity, nervous prostration, and other functiona) dis- 
eases of the nervous system are increasing at such a 
rapid rate that we look with alarm upon the future of 
the race. 

“Nervousness is no indication of a delicate and refined 
nature. Itis a diseased state. It is a weakness, the in- 
dulgence of which is the cause of untold misery in the 
world. 

“Nervousness indicates a lack of self-control of the 
higher nerve centers in the brain and spinal cord. 


When self-control] predominates, nervousness can al-. 


ways be kept in abeyance. When a nerve center is ex- 


hausted from overstimulation or from lack of proper nu- | 


trition, self-control is impossible. Hence the mainte- 
nance of a healthy nervous system lies at the very foun- 
dation of abounding health and endurance.” | 

The author correctly insists on the value of sleep. As 
he says, sieep is the greatest restorative power of the 
body. In regard to menta! work, he writes: : 

“The brain is the great nutritive center of the body. 
By its action the entire body is energized. Hard brain 
workers possess greater vitality than those who labor 
with their muscies. This is also demonstrated by the 
fact that brain workers are longer lived. 

“No one ever died from overwork of the brain. ) It is 
the neglect of exercise, rest, sleep, and sufficient ‘time 
for eating, that causes the brain worker to succumb 
to disease or to nervous prostration.” 

On the subject of foods the author’s remarks are in 
the main good. He advocates vegetarianism, but not in 
an extreme or fanatical manner. He falls into the com- 
mon error of recommending altogether too much food. 
For instance, he says: 

“An adult requires about one and one-half ounces of 
fat in twenty-four hours, four ounces of proteid, and 
from fifteen to twenty ounces of carbohydrates or starch 
food.” To this he adds: “Less is required if food is 
very thoroughly masticated.” Yes, indeed. The smaller 
quantity mentioned would be twenty and one-half 
ounces of water-free food, which is quite twice as much 
as is needed by the average man, doing ordinary work. 

Like most other writers on diet, the author pays little 
attention to the all-important subject of the organic 
salts, the most essential part of the food. He does, how- 
ever, publish a table, showing the iron content of vari- 
ous foods. Iron is one of the less valuable mineral 
constituents of the body. 

Here is a suggestion for neurasthenics: 

“Neurasthenics who are anemic and below the nor- 
mal weight need to go on the rest cure, and eat four or 
five light meals a day, consisting of eggs, cereals, but- 
ter, toast, abundance of cream, fresh fruits, peas, and 
bean puree.” Neurasthenics who eat this way are likely 
to have more nervousness rather than less. . 


The book contains some exaggerations in regard to 


alcohol, to which reference was made in the Care of the 
Body a few weeks ago. 

The author has some good remarks on the subject of 
pain. He writes: | 

“The fundamental principle in the treatment of pain 
is to remove its cause. There is an alarming tendency 
in this day, on the part of both the patient and the phy- 
sician, to stop the pain by some narcotic or opiate, and 
not to seek for the cause. Pain is an important indica- 
tion, and when suddenly dissipated by a drug, the life 
of the patient may be endangered. To stop pain with 
opium is like killing the watch dog for barking and 
disturbing your sleep when thieves are about. To stop 
pain with drugs, letting the matter rest there, is like 
crying: ‘Peace and safety,’ when there is none. Drugs 
may depress the sensory receiving centers, but the cause 
of the pain continues just the same.” 

With the exceptions noted, this is an excellent book, 
that will be found a valuable addition to the family 
library. The treatments recommended are such as may

Men’s Summer Costume. 
EN are fond of making fun of women’s costumes.

The sanitary inspectors connected with the city health 
department were recently fitted with handsome uni- 
forms.

Why not dress them 
in khaki? It would be much more comfortable, and a 
sanitary officer should certainly be dressed in a sani- 
tary way, as an object lesson. The same remarks ap- 
ply to our policemen and firemen, although the latter 
are better able to get into the shade than are the sani- 
tary fellows, whose duties compel them to be on the go 
all the time.
